AN FRANCISCO. April 7—At an early hour this morning the mystery 
surrounding the murder of the unknown man whose headless body 
was found on Vallejo street late Wednesday night seemed near solu- 
tion. 


NOT YET IDENTIFIED. 


While the body has not been fully Identified by name, several police- 


men who patrol the Italian quarter say he was a bootblack who worked 
down town. 
It is thought the man was a witness \\\ a murder case about a year 
ago. in which a man named Crudo was sent to San Queiitln for twenty- 
flve years. 
At that time other members of the 
family 
declared 
they 


would secure revenge. 


BLACK HAND OF VKNOEANCK. 


The brutal murder of Wednesday nlght^means that the Black Hand 


has found its victim and that vengeance has been satisfied. 
WORK OF FIENDISH BUTCHERS 
The head which was found with the severed arms and legs In a sack, 


under a wharf at North Beach late this afternoon has a frightful 
ga»n 


along the left side. 
This might have caused death but the police incline 


to the theory thnt the man 
was killed by his throat being cut. 


GREAT OASH ACROSS THE NECK. * 


A groat gash across the neck was made by a sharp knife and then the 


head was severed from the body with an axe or a hatchet. 


SEVERAL, IN THE PLOT 
That several men were engaged In the fiendish deed is evident from the 


fart that the heal Is literally torn off and the tendons and cords 
left 


hanging from both head and body. 


HOW CRIME WAS COMMITTED 


Apparently while one man -pulled on the hair and forced the 
head 


back another chopped at the neck. In the same shocking manner the, legs 
were cut off 
then they cut the throat and knees and then twisted them 


off by brute force. 
The arms were cut and hacked until they came off at 


the shoulder. 
CLOSE TO MURDERERS' LAIR. 


The police hav-e been unable to locate exactly the place where the mur- 


der was committed, but the search has narrowed down to two blocks and 
there is little doubt but the murderers \\\\\ be in custody soon If they 
have not fled the town. 
I( Is thought that another day will bring positive Identification of the 


murdered man. The head was found late this afternoon and there was 
little time left for public Inspection. Sfvral 
persons 
knew the man by 


sight.

AN FRANCISCO, April 6—The head, arms and tegs of the man 


whose dismembered remains were found at the corner of Vallefo 
and Powell streets last night were found to-day by two boys In 
the bay near the wharf. 


The head is that of a young man probably not more than 20 


years old. 


' He was an Italian, and it is the belief, although the head has not 


been identified, that the murdered man was Rosario Oomina, who ap- 
peared as a witness in the ease against Guieeppi Brogado for a mur- 
der which occurred last January. 


The feet, legs and head were in • sack with the ooat of the dead 


man. 
The coat is a blue serge, but there was nothing In the poekets 


to reveal the identity of the victim. 


The police look for an early identification of the body.
